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SENATE ADMITS OKLAHOMA AND 
INDIAN TERRITORY TO STATEHOOD

Washington, March 9, 4:09 p. rn.—The statehood battle proper 
began this afternoon exactly at the hour of four. 
A> agreed upon 
last week by the senate the debate on the subject closed at that hour 
and the senate is proceeding to vote upon t^e measure, 


A minor amendment is being taken up at this moment. 
The 
amendments, of course, will be voted on first. 
There being a goodly 
number of them, the vote on the bill proper will likely not be reach­ 
ed until late. 


Both the friends and the opponents of tile administration omni­ 
bus measure remain apparently determined and hopeful, and the in­ 
tensest interest prevails throughout tile senate chamber. 


Washington, March 9, (6:05 p. rn.)—The vote on the statehood 
bill in the senate resulted in the adoption 
>f the Foraker amend­ 
ment by a vote of 4*2 to 29. 
The hill was so amended as to make 
Chickasha, \ inita and Tulsa court towns. 


Later on reconsideration the Senate adopted the Forager amend­ 
ment, striking out all of the bill relating to Arizona and New Mexico 
by the following vote: 
Yeas 35; nays 2.7. 


The statehood hill passed admitting Oklahoma and Indian Ter­ 
ritory as one state, and alone.

Lawton, Ok., March 9.—Re 
suiting over a dispute as to the 
ownership of a number of fence 
posts, two men were killed and a 
third received injuries which may 
prove fatal.

an died immediately and Caldwell 
lived thirty minutes.

Fateful Hour is Four O’clock. 
Washington. March 9.— Sena 
tor 
Bailey 
gave notice of 
an 


amendment to the statehood bill 
last afternoon providing that the 
capital may be moved from G uth­ 
rie in 1908. 
The bill provides 
that it shall remain at Guthrie 
until 1915. 
There has been much 
opposition to this provision of 
the bill, both in Oklahoma and 
Indian Territory. 
Senator Foraker said last af* 
tCrno in that hi* amendment for 
tile referendum with respect to 
New Mexico and Arizona would 
have a majority of at least 12. 
W hether he will offer, in lieu of 
this amendment, one separating 
the bill and passing only that 
part relating to Indian Territory 
and Oklahoma he had not deter 
mined. 
The Senate 
will begin 
voting on amendment.* at 4 o'clock 
As there are a large number of 
these it will probably be late be­ 
fore the bill is disposed of. 
Though the whole day was giv­ 
en over to statehood oratory, 
there wa< nothing notable iii it, 
for Oklahoma and Indi in Terri­ 
tory at lea*t.

Washington, March 9. -If one 
may use the expression of one of 
its disgusted advocates, the In­ 
dian Territory omnibus court bill 
was "‘tin canned out of the house” 
last afternoon. 
The bill provided 
for the holding of court at We 
lectkfi, 
Wilburton, 
Bartlesville 
and e j e c t 'd , and also sought to 
authorize the judge presiding in 
the district- in which the towns 
named are incited to prescribe 
the boundaries of the recording 
district-. 
Bills providing for the holding 
of court at Bartlesville and \\ il- 
burton had already passed the 
Senate, 
but when they came to 
the House they were referred to 
the Indian Affairs committee in­ 
stead of to the Judiciary commit­ 
tee, which would have been the 
proper reference. 
The . Indian 
Affairs committee amended the 
bill by adding the names of the 
other towns mentioned and in 
this form endeavored to put it 
through the house. 
It was no 


sooner presented than the friends 
of other town* which were not 
provided for in the bill began to 
bombard it with 
amendments. 
Mr. Stephens wanted a court at 
Duncan, Mr* Campbell of Kansas 
one at Tulsa, while other* offered 
amendments proposing to have 
court held at Broken Arrow, An­ 
tlers and Hugo. 
About this time Judge De Ar 
mond cf Missouri assaulted the 
bill. 
He asserted the provisions 
tor numerous new courts were 
prompted by townsite specula­ 
tors. 
“ No harm will come from de­ 
lay," Judge De Armond conclud 
cd. 
“ This bill ought not to be 
passed.” 
When Judge De Armond con­ 
cluded 
the House 
was 
fully 
awake* 
A dozen members were 
on their feet asking questions of 
Mr. Curtis, who had the bill in 
charge.

Life Insurance Officials Indicted. 


New York. March IL—Indict­ 
ments charging grand larceny in 
the first degree and forgery in 
the third degree by Frederick A. 
Burnham, president; G. D. El­ 
dridge, first vice president, and 
George Burnham Jr., second vice 
president of the Mutual Reserve 
Life Insurance Company were 
fonnd by the grand jury yester­ 
day. 
In all five indictments wet e 
brought against each officer, two 
for grand larceny and three for 
forgery. The alleged larceny and 
forgery was brought about, ac­ 
cording to the indictments, by 
payments of $9,000 of the com­ 
pany’s money to law firms, the 
apparent purpose of which is al­ 
leged to have been to settle claims 
against the company while the 
real object is alleged to have been 
to settle actions which had been 
brought against officers of the 
company as individuals. 
The indictments on which 
a 
charge of larceny is based allege 
that the officers embezzled two 
sums, one of $7,500 and the other 
of $1,500 on Get. -4, 11*01.

Why is it th at a mallard, a grouse, a 
quail, and, for the m atter of th at per­ 
haps. any bird when wounded in the 
head during flight will frequently tow­ 
er or mount upward a t an acute angle, 
oftentimes to die in midair and drop 
dead to the earth like a plummet or 
setting Bk wings, come to earth a t a 
long, sloping angle? 
I remember a curious case of this 
kind iu connection with a sharp-tail 
grouse. 
We were walking through 
prairie grass well above our 
knees 
when a loug distance ahead upon a 
knoll on the prairie we espied a sharp- 
tail grouse, an old cock bird, standiug 
erect iii a sort of oasis of short, vel 
vetv grass not more than a couple of 
yards in diameter. 
We walked quietly along, taking care 
not to stam p our feet upon the ground 
any more than necessary. 
The bird 
seemingly was engrossed with some 
thing, for with its back to us it Puhi 
no attention to us whatsoever until we 
had 
advanced within 
about 
eighty 
yards of it. Turning its head it sized 
us up aud then began to show symp­ 
toms of restlessness, first su u d ln g on 
one leg and then upon the other. The 
early afternoon sun was shining bright­ 
ly. and the beautiful bird, with neck 
and head erect aud body distended 
upon its restless feet, made an attract­ 
ive aud unique picture.

On­ 
tario, has refused ail inter­ 
esting report regarding the 
methods being adopted iii 
th at vicinity to accomplish 
public road improvement, from which 
the following is taken: 
Tile Province of Ontario has sixty 
thousand miles of country road main­ 
tained by township and county coun­ 
cils. 
Since the beginning of the move­ 
ment for better roads there is a radi­ 
cal improvement iii the condition of 
the roads. 
The old way of road im­ 
provement by statute labor, which has 
existed for nearly a century, and did 
much during pioneer days to open 
highways, has been largely superseded 
by a more modern system of a direct 
tax 
rate 
and 
closer 
supervision. 
Township control is universal iii road 
construction, while a t the same time 
county colin; Us have undertaken the 
management of a system of main roads 
within tin* county. 
The work of tin 
county council is devoted chiefly to 
legislative functions, and the actual 
oversight of work on the grounds i 
left to road foremen or overseers. The 
county system is aided by the pro 
vineial government to tin* extent of 
one-third of tile entire cost of <*onstruc- 
tion. 
During 
the years of 1903-04 
1624 miles of main roads were im 
proved at an expenditure of $300,000 
through provincial aid. 
Modem road 
machinery, such as grading machines, 
I stone 
crushers. 
Is 
in 
genera! 
use 
' throughout 
the 
province. 
Natural 
J gravel beds are numerous, and care is 
taken to select the last gravel in the 
pit, which, under the modern system. 
is placed on the roads after the earth 
is consolidated with the roller. Bridges 
are now all being built with steel 
superstructures, 
concrete 
abutm ents 
and concrete floors. 
The matter of drainage is given the 
greatest attention. Where under drain 
age is needed tiles atv used. with fie 
quern outlets that will lead to natural 
watercourses. 
Breakers, once >o com­ 
mon for carrying the water from one 
side of rite road to tin* other, are en 
tirely abandoned. 
Concrete culverts 
have taken their place, and on the 
Steep hills, where such surface drain 
age is necessary. Un* road lied, w itll its 
high centre crown, is a s smooth as on 
the level. 
In the older parts of Onto 
rio road construction has long since 
passed the early temporary stage, and 
all improvements are made with a view 
of durability. 
Perth County, of which 
Stratford is the county scat, has I .‘ML! 
miles of country highways; of this 672 
miles are gravelled and are as tine per 
ma ii cut roads as can be found in any 
country. 
A source of much trouble and ex­ 
pense to keep country roads open in 
ibis latitude for several mouths of the 
winter is the enormous amount of 
snowfall. 
Snow 
fence*, 
similar to 
those used by railroads, are employed, 
but wire fences are much cheaper and 
give better satisfaction. 
In the early 
part of the winter snow plows are 
used. but later in the sea win they can­ 
not cope with the drifts, and many of 
the road* liecome absolutely impassa­ 
ble. 
To overcome some «>f the difficul­ 
ties ou snow roads the Inst provincial 
legislature adopted a measure Iii pass­ 
ing an act the first section of which

amendments, of course, will be voted on first. There being a goodly 
number of them, the vote on the bill proper will likely not be reach- 
ed until late. 


Both the friends and the opponents of the administration omni- 


bus measure remain apparently determined and hopeful, and the in- 
tensest interest prevails throughout the senate chamber. 


Washington, March 9. (6:05 p. m.)—The vote on the statehood 


bill in the senate resulted in the adoption of the Foraker amend- 
ment by a rote of 42 to 29. 
The bill was. so amended as to make 


Chickasha, Vioita and Tulsa court towns. 


Later on reconsideration the Senate adopted the Foraker amend- 


ment, striking out all of the bill relating to Arjzona and New Mexico 
by the following vote: Yeas 35; nays 37. 


The statehood bill passed admitting Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 


ritory as one state, and alone.

teeth. Loose pton«H injure a road as 
much as any one thing, because they 
nre driven into the surface nnd break 
the bond. 
"Where the slone is beginning to 


show though a little splinters or chips 
of stone should bo applied to form n 
cushion. This cushion £honld not be 
more than three-fourths of nn inch 
thick. No sprinkling or rolling is nec- 
essary. A ton of splinters will suffice 
for from 2BO to 300 square feet. An 
ordinary farm roller, weighted down 
and run afer the road after loose stones 
are removed, will Improve It. It i* not 
necessary to use screenings on a stone 
road-, as tbey only furnish dust in dry 
weather. If the road is watched, u 
new surface will not be necessary, as 
It will not have the chance io get In 
bad condition."

began this afternoon exactly at the hour of four. 
As agreed upon 


last week by the senate the debate on the subject closed at that hour 
and the senate is proceeding to vote upon the measure. 


A minor amendment is being taken up at this moment. The 


amendments, of course, will be voted on first; There being a goodly 
number of them, the vote on the bill proper will likely not be reach- 
ed until late. 


Both the friends and the opponents of the administration omni- 


bus measure remain apparently determined and hopeful, and the in- 
tensest interest prevails throughout the senate chamber. 


Washington, March 9. (6:05 p. m.)—The vote on the statehood 


bill in the senate resulted in the adoption of the Poraker amend* 
ment by a vote of 42 to 29. 
The bill was so amended as to make 


Chickasha, Vioita and Tulsa court towns. 


Later on reconsideration the Senate adopted thePoraker amend- 


ment, striking out all of the bill relating to Arizona and New Mexico 
by the following vote: Yeas 35; nays 37. 


The statehood bill passed admitting Oklahoma and Indian Ter- 


ritory as one state, and alone.

Indian 
Affairs committee amended the 
bill by adding the names of the 
other towns mentioned and in 
this form endeavored to put it 
through the house. It was no 


sooner presented than tho friends 
of other towns which were not 
provided for in the bill began to 
bombard it with amendments. 
Mr. Stephens wanted a court at 
Duncan, Mr. Campbell of Kansas 
one at Tulsa, while others offered 
amendments proposing to have 
court held at Broken Arrow, An- 
tlei's aud Hugo.

Turning its bead it sized 
us up and then began to show symp- 
toms ot restlessness, first standing on 
one leg and then upon the other, Tho 
early afternoon sun was shining bright- 
ly, and the beautiful bird, with neck 
and bead erect and body distended 
upon its restless feet, made an attract- 
ive aud unique picture. 


The wary bird evidently thought we 


were close enough when, with a spring 
and n coo coo !ie darted up in the air. 
My friend, slightly hi advance of me, 
took the shot. The bird did not seem 
to change Its course or alter its flight 
in any way. Vp, up, up almost in a 
straight line, the bird towered, its 
wings beating the ..ir and propelling it 
skyward. 
We watched the towering 


bird until we thought it would go out 
of sight, when its wings ceased to beat 
and. became set, asswhen alighting 
upon the ground. 


Down, down it came, slowly at first 


and then more rapidly at an angle di- 
rectly toward us, finally falling stone 
dead at our feet. Picking the bird up 
and carefully examining it w« found 
a single shot had penetrated its head. 
Presumably the nerves of direction in 
the brain were paralysed and the bird, 
yet full ot life and vigor, beat the air 
and ascended upward. I have seen a 
mallard do this same thing in the tow- 
ering line, likewise n quail. What is 
the explanation?—Charles Crlstadoto, 
In Forest and Stream.

Beyfert, nt Stratford; On- 
tario, has refused an inter* 
esting report regarding the 
methods being adopted lu 
that vicinity to accomplish 


public road improvement, from which 
the following Is taken: 


Tlie Province of Ontario has sixty 


thousand miles' of country rand main- 
tained by township iiixV county coun- 
cils.* Since the beginning of the move- 
ment for better roads there is a radi- 
cal Improvement lit the condition of 
the roads. 
The old way of road Im- 


provement by statute labor, which baa 
existed for nearly a century, and did 
much during pioneer days to open 
highways, has been largely superseded 
by a more modern system of a direct 
tax 
rate 
ami 
closer 
supervision. 


Township control Is universal in road 
construction, while tit the same time 
county councils have undertaken the 
management of a system of, main roads 
within the county. 
The work of the^ 


county council I n , devoted chiefly to 
legislative functions, and the actual 
oversight of work on the grounds IK 
left to road foremen or overseers. The 
county system in aided by the pro- 
vincial government to the extent of 
one-third of the entire cost of construc- 
tion. 
During (he years of 1903-04 


1624 miles'of main roads were im- 
proved at an expenditure of $500,000. 
through provincial aid.

the level. ' In the older parts of Out.i- 
rto road construction has long since 
passed the early temporary stage, and 
all improvements nre made with a view 
of durability. Perth County, of which 
Stratford i* tiie county seat, has 1IKKJ 
miles of country luglnva.xs; of this <!7v! 
miles are gravelled and are as fine per 
manent roads as can be found in any 
oounny. 


A source of much trouble and ex- 


pense to kwp country roads open in 
this latitude for several mouths of tlie 
winter U the enormous amount of 
snowfall. 
Snow fences, similar to 


those used by railroads, nre employed, 
but wire fences are much cheaper and 
give better satisfaction. 
In the early 


part of Ihe winter snow plows are 
used, but later in the season they can- 
not cope with the drifts, and many of 
the roads become absolutely impassa- 
ble. To overcome some of the dilflcnl- 
tles on snow roads the last provincial 
legislature adopted a measure in pass- 
ing au act the ftrt>t section of whirl) 
provides that: "On and after th<* coin- 
ing into force of this section no person 
shall use on any public highway ex- 
cept within the limits of any city any 
sleigh or other vehicle upon niuncr* 
drawn by horses or other animals (ex- 
cept cutters) manufactured after the 
first day ot December. 1000, unless the 
same is eo constructed that the dis- 
tance between the outer edge of sucb 
runners at, the bottom is not less than 
four feet." The object of thl« act—to 
have a uniform width of sleigh runners 
—Is to get a wider track for double 
teams.

In a letter to the selectmen of the 


towns throughout the State of Connec- 
ticut. James H. Macdouaid. State 
Highway Commissioner, gives some 
practical points on repairing roadways 
as follows: 


"AU culverts and gutters should be 


cleaned out and all shoulders on the 
roads should be pared down so that 
they shall be below the traveled por- 
tion of the hlghwaj. Thi» will permit 
of the water running off into the gut- 
ter. 
Gravel roads should have a lit- 


tle gravel placed on the marks in 
the centre ot the road and in the ruts. 
If this in, not done at thin season uo 
good will result. 
All loose stones 


should be removed from macadam 
roods with the back of a rake, not the 
teeth. Loose ston«H injure a road as 
much as any one thing, because they 
nre driven into the surface and break 
the bond. 


"Where the stone is beginning to 


*how though a little splinters ot chlpi 
of stone should be applied to form n 
cushloh. This cushion tbonld not be 
more thau three-fourths of an inch 
thick. No sprinkling or rolling is nec- 
essary. A ton of splinters will suffice 
for from 200 to 300 square feet. An 
ordinary farm roller, weighted down 
and run afer tJ.p road after loose stones 
are removed, will Improve It. It is- not 
necessary to use screenings on a stone 
road-, as they only furnish dnst in dry 
weather. 
If the road Is watched, u 


new surface will not be necessary, as 
it will not have Ihe chance 10 get in 
bad condition."
